Suicide of the Daring Desperado: ‘ 


Kk pond Deputy’s office, Rande secured 


in His Cell. 


The Murderer of Thirteen Persons Ends | anc 


His Own Life by Hanging—Death in 
the “Solitary’’—A Career of Blood. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
JOLIET, IuL., March 7.—The noted desperado 
Frank Rande committed suicide in his cell this 
morning by hanging himself to the iron door. 
He was placed in a solitary cell last Monday 
morning by order of Deputy Garvin, 
which time he has had no communication with 
any one except his keeper. When last seen 
last evring he was quite cheerful, only that his 
close confinement 
CHAFED AND IRRITATED HIM, 
and he was anfious to get ont. His keeper visit. 
ed his cellat 8 this morning to give him his 
breakfast,when he was found hanging to the door 
by a rope made from his clothing. He adjusted 
the rope about his neck 
IN REGULAR HANGMAN STYLB, 
with the knot under his right ear. The other end 
of the rope was firmly fastened to the top 
bar of the grated door. He spread 
his coat on the stone floor 
and placed his cell pail upon, that so that when 
he stepped off the pail would make no noise, 
Stepping upon the tne pail, 
THE CLOTH ROPE WAS DRAWN TIGHT, 
and then he swung off. When found this morn- 
ing he was quite dead and cold, having been 
dead doubtless several hours. He will be buried 
this afternoon in the prison cemetery. 


He Mardered Thirteen Persons. 

CHICAGO, March 7.—A telephone message to the 
Daily News states Frank Rande, the desper- 
ado, who made an attempt upon the life of De- 
puty McDonald last Saturday night at Joliet, and 
was placed in a “solitary,” suc- 
ceeded in ending his career by hang- 
ing himself last night. $Rande’s_ real 
name was Charlies C. Scott. He killed no less 
than five men in 1877, and is supposed to bave 

MURDERED THIRTEEN PERSONS 

in Indiana, Illinois and Missouri. He was origi- 
nally sentenced to the lowa Penitentiary for 
burglary, escaped, artd fearing arrest, became a 
tramp. He was afterwards sent to Michigan 
City prison -for burglary under another 
name and left there in 1877. He 


} robbed W farmer near Gilson, IlL.,ana being pur- 


sued by a party of six, he killed two and wounded 
three others. He committed almost a similar 
robbery 

NEAR 8ST. ELMO, ILL., 
and being followed by a party of citizens killed 
three of the latter and escaped. He was finally 
captured in §. Louis after a desperate 


struggie with an officer, and up 
on his trial for the Gilsou 


tragedy he escaped with a life sentence. His 

prison life has been marked with three or four 
ACTS OF DESPERATION, 

similar to that of last Saturday night. He used 

his underclothing to effect his death, and his life- 

less body was discovered on the opening of the 

solitary this morning. 


Bande’s Criminal Career. 

The criminal career of Frank Rande began 10 
an Iowa town where he was engaged in the prac- 
tice of dentistry and was credited with good char- 
acter until his discovery in dishonest practices 
led to his sudden disappearance from view. 
Crossing into Ifinois he committed a burglary 
for which he was sent for four years to Joliet, 
where he was known as aparticularly unruly in- 
mate. On his release he entered upon the life of 
a tramp, preying upon the farming community of 
Illinois and defending himself when pursued by 
those he had injured with a pair of large-sized 


Smith & Wesson revolvers, whieh he used with 
deadly effect upon. several oceasions. The ear- 
liest of those was at St. Elmo, in the summer of 
1870, where the people turped out to capture him 
and cornered bim in a field Near the WabashRiver. 
He, on this oceasiou, cuvfiy mounted a fence, and 
aischarging his weapons deliberately, killed two 
of his pursuers. Thenhe turned and fled, keep- 
ing up the fireonthe run, wounding another of 
the posse aud making his escape.

BURIED TREASURES. 


The Dollars Our Revolutionary Daddies Low- 

ered—Recent Finds in York State. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

GOSHEN, N. Y., March 7.—A few days ago, as 
some workmen were making an excavation for a 
Windmill on the farm of Henry Smith,near Union- 
Ville, this county, they came upon a flat stone, a 
foot wide and two feet long, about four feet below 
thé surface. Upon removing it, it provea to be 
the covering to a shallow pit, the four sides of 
which were laid up with brick. A Spanish dollar, 
ich, on being cleaned, showed the date of 1781, 
fas found in the pit; also, an oblong 
pile of something resembling scorched paper 
about six inehes long and three inches wide, and 


which reached balf way up the top of the pit. 
Een being touched it crumbled to pieces. There 
fere no legiblo marks upon it, but from its shape 
appearance it is believed to have been a pile 
Dank notes. At different times since the revyo- 
utionary war buried treasures of greater or less 
have been Unearthed in the above neich- 
ood and differeut parts of this county. The 
jw hag frequently brought these treasures to 
thé surface, notably in a field near Unionville, 
where only a tfew years ago a 
farmer came upon an earthern 
jar which contained nearly $1,000 in old gold and 
A gentieman named Corwin discovered a 
sealed jar in 1871 near Cornwall while excavating 
for a cellar, which was 
FILLED WITH ANCIENT COIN, 
the whole amounting to over $1.500. It is sup- 
posed that these hoards of mouey and treasure 
were secreted by persous who lived in the vicinity 
to keep them from falling into the hands of pre- 
aatory banas of Tories, cowboys and Indians, 
which were continually raiding the early settle- 
ments, and that the owners, driven 
from their homes, were either usable 
to return and recover their property 
or locate its hiding places. Many of the present 
efieration are firm believers in the legend that 
there are $100,000 in gola buried in an iron chest 
on Crabtree Island, in a wild part of Vernon 
Towoship, Sussex County, This, according to 
the tegend, was piaced there by a large band of 
Torles, who sécured the plunder iv the lower 
portion of the Deiaware Valley, and, being pur- 
sued and close pressed by American svldiers,the 
were guided Tory named DeWit 
to the spot » Where they § de- 
posited. DoWitt livea many vears 
alter the Revolution near Port Jervis, 
and a son of his died only a few years ago nearly 
100 years of age. The family always insisted on 
the truth of the buried treasure story, and in 
‘years past much money and’ time have been 
spent in endeavors to find the hidden riches. 
The finding of the pit with the evidences that 
money had been buried in it, near Unionville, bas 
awakened pew interest in the Crabtree Island 
legend, and there is talk of another search-for jhe 
Tory der.

PAYNE AND SHERMAN. 


What Charlie Foster Knows About Ohio 
Politicse—The Tariff Issue. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, March 7.—Ex-Gov. Chas. Foster of 
Ohio, who is visiting this city on business, said 
toa correspondent of the Post-DisPpatTcH that 
his State was safe for the Republican party, and 
more than safe for it on the tariff question. The 
party gained by desertions from the Democrats, 
who, in Ohiv, were at least one-third of them 
protectionists He considered that the tuarilf 
question would very greatly influence the cam- 


paign in every way, asthe selection of Speaker 
Carlisle ahd frightened from the Democracy 
every protectionist, and had practically giveu 
majorities to the Republicans. Of Democratic 
candidates, first, in bis opinion, stood Payne; but 
Mc Donala was aiso favored, although 
not so generally or so warmiy. 
Sherman would be the Republican 
choice, if possible, but their delegation would go 
unpledged to the convention, and the State would 
loyally act as the party thought vest. As to 
Arthur, he thought that it was very singular how 
smooth aud even lay public opmion everywhere 
inregard to him. His name met acceptance in 
Ohio as elsewhere. There was no enthusiasm, 
but a 
STEADFAST APPROVAL 

of his course of action and of bis offieial history. 
Yes, there might be an Eastern candidate: Ohto 
did not seem likely to give a President 
to the Union this time, but she was 
soundly Republican, and would have her 
influence inthe campaign. On the whole, Ex- 
Governor Foster did not think matters were ad- 
vanced far enough to warrant guesses at resuits. 
If Ohio had her choice Sherman would be Presi- 
dent.

weight of information concerning Tiller,” said 
Manager Morseman of the Pacific Express Com- 
pany, this morning, “but what information I 
have is not such as I can give to the press. This 
much T will say, that we, as yet, know nothing of 
his whereabouts,” 

“Have you obtained a photograph of him vet?” 

“No, but we h ave learned that there. was no 
truth in the pub lished statement that Tiller sent 
out and obtained possession of the only ploto- 
graph of him which wasin existence. We know 
there is at least one other in existence, and it is 
only a question of a little time tor us to locate 
it.’’ 

“Have you found anyone who saw them after 
they left the office?” 

“No: they seemed to drop completely out of the 


world when they emerged from the door of the 
express office. We find, however, that Tiller 
represented himself as arallroad man at times, 
He made that representation to the man who 
sold him the satchel in which he packed the 
stolen goods. They wanted to deliver it for him, 
but he said no; that he only had to go toa rail- 
road office, and he preferred to carry it.” 

“Do _ know whether the young fellow who 
roomed with him at Mrs. Fiddeke’s bore the 
name of Bly?” 

“It he did it was an alias. His real name was 
Hubdard, though he was sometimes called Her- 
bert. We know this, because his home wis at 
Louisville, and he is well known there, There 
were guile a number of young Louisville feliows 
— aud they seem to have run together a good 

eal.’ 

Theevidences at Mr. Morsemann’s suite of 
roonis at the Lindell are, that the detective forces 
of the express companies have collected here and 
settied down to a long campaign. The inquiry as 
to Bly, which appears above, was prompted by a 
reminiscence which may prove siguificant in 
the present case. When Tiller came 
here in 1881, he was accompanied, it is said, by 
a young man named Bly, who had been empioyed 
in the Louisville and Nashville Railroad office at 
Louisville. Atall events they came here about 
the Same time, and report has it that they 
roomed together. Bly obtained employment in 
the auditor’s office of the Cairoand st. Louis Nar- 
row Gauge Road, where he served as au excel- 
lent clerk until February, 1882, One day it was 
discovred that about $900 worth of coupon tickets 
had beeu stolen, and there were indications that 
the thief was in the company’s employ. A detective 
Was set to work, and he became an associate of 
the clerks, Winning the cuufidence of Bly among 
others. He soon satisfied himself that Bly was 
the thief, and one aay he reported to the com- 
pany that Bly had confided to him two ropbery 
schemes which he and a young friend of his 
(Bly’s) bad concocted, One of the plans involved 
au evening raid on the office of the Adams Ex- 
press Company, with the details of which they 
laa well acquainted themselves, and another in- 
volved the Killing and robbing of the paymaster 
of the company Th whose office 
Bly was working. It was the paymaster’s cus- 
tum, before yoing out on the road, to spend a por- 
tion Of the night in makipg up packages in the 
Auditor’s office, and he was usually alone in do- 
ing the work. The two young men were to sud- 
deuly enter the office, which is on the third floor 
of the buildipg at the northwest corner of Fourth 
and Olive streets. and after “removing” the pay- 
master they Were” to make off with bis 
cash, For some unexplained reason 
neither of these plans was put 
into execution, and as soon as the detectives had 
secured absolute proof of the ticket steal they hud 
Bly arrested. He was locked up at the Four 
Courts for some time, but his mother came here 
aud pleaded very hard with the officers of the 
company, as did some very influential triends 
of the family. The result was that the company 
relented, the young man was released, and the 
last heard from he was again employed in a rail- 
road office at Louisville.

To Explain His Course Towards 
the Nurses’ Training School.

Some Inside Facts Concerning the Health 
Commissioner ’s Deputy Clerk—How a 
Similar Institution was Fostered in 
New York—A Bill to be Passed Which 
Will End the Trouble. 


——— - — 


It is stated in a morning paper that Mr. 
Francis, assistant clerk of the Health Commis- 
sioner, was unruffled by the publication of his 
attempts at depotism in yesterday’s Post-VIs- 
PATCH, and that he gaidin an injured way that 
he bad done nothing but execute the law regard- 
ing the Nurses’ Training School; that some 
women haa called upon the Health Com missiover 
for the purpose of obtaining his consent to their 
establishing a School of Nurses in the City Hos- 
pital and that the Health Commissioner refused 
to let them do so. These statements gf Mr. 
Francis ate perfectly correct, But Mr. Francis 
neglected to state thatthe Health Cominissioucr 
before refasivg the ladies gave his consent to 
their plans, and that bis refusal was not made 
until the ladies had éxpended some $2,000 in 
the preparation of their. school, and until 


he, Francis, had turned the mina of the Health 
Commissioner against the seheme, As to Mr. 
Fraueis’ first statement that he had done nothing 
but execute the law, a somewhat interested pub- 
lic would like to Know who vested him with power 
to execute the law, and by what right he,as as- 
sistant to the Clerk of the Health Commissioner, 
assunies the responsibility of the execution of the 
law? What figure does Gen. Stevenson cut in the 
matter, and what has he tosay to nis assistant 
clerk for an assumpiion of his own powers? Mr. 
Franelis’ statement shows that he feels himself 
authorized to act for the Health Commissioner, 
but he has no such authority tin law, and Gen. 
Stevenson should see to it that the dignity of his 
office 18 not detracted from in sucha manner. If 
Mr. Francis reallv is the Health Commissioner, as 
his actions preclaim him to be, it is due to him 
that hé take the office and save the city the sal- 
ary Awarded tothe Assistant Clerk of the 
Heaith Commissioner. By reason of Mr. Francis’ 
action, Gen. Stevenson is made to occupy a very 
awkward position. There is no office iu the Mu- 
nicipal Government that calls for more active 
outside work than that of Heatth Commis sioner. 
it 1s not an indoor position. The city institutions 
have to be visited, the accounts examined aud 
management inquired into. This 
CANNOT BE DONE BY TELEPHONE. 

When Mr. Francis was Health Commissioner he 
was seldom found iu his office except on days 
when the Board of Health met. He visited the 
institution constantly. Of course there was an 
atiraction in them that caned him out trequently, 
but he wus out of his office a great deal, bis office 
work being conducted by Mr. Jobn J. Fitzwilliam, 
the assistantclerk. When Mr. Francis’ intrigue 
witha woman whom be put on the pay-roils of 
the insti ution was made public by the Post-Dis- 
PATCH, Mr. Fitzwilliam was made Health Com- 
missioner. Mr. Fiuzwilliam performed the 
duties of that office, as did Mr. Francis, witli! the 
assistance of a cierk and an office boy. But Mr, 
Fitzwilliam did the active work of the depart- 
meut himself instead of relegating the controi of 
the institutions to the clerk, The Health Com- 
missloner’s turce Was simali, then, Now it con- 
sisis of Gen. Sievensou, C. W. Francis, Mr. Me- 
Nerhany and a grown man who, as a clerk, draws 
the salary of messenger boy. By a manipulation 
of empioyes, Gen. Stevenson has given his own 
wwers to Fraucis, and Francis’ auties to Mr. 

cNertiany, who, Grawing the salary of aun 
assistant sapitary officer, acts as assistant clerk 
and to the messenger voy, a gentleman of about 
30. who also dues cierical work. According to an 
vrdinanee passed in 1881, Mr. Francis now draws 
$100 a month. Tne salary Was then increased 
frum $83 334, a month. Ou the iith of January 
last a bill was introduced in the Cvuncii 
by President Parker, creating the office 
of “Deputy Health Commissioner.” This bill was 
purely for Mr. Francis’ bepefit. It legally em- 
pow him to do what be is duing now, and gives 
yen. Stevenson the opportunity of occupying a 
cushioned chair as a fgure-head tothe depart- 
‘ment. The vill provides a sajary of $2,000 a year, 
which would be a delightful ®crease of $800 to 
Mr. Francis’ present salary. Then another clerk 
could be employed at the salary Francis is now 
drawing, whichis an increase of $200 a year ou 
what the salary was originally piaced at. The bill 
isat presentinthe bands of Mr. Vastine, clair- 
man of the Committee on Sanitary Affairs of the 
Council. Ufit passes it will add anvther large 
baruacle to tbe keel of the municipal ship. 
When the constant cry ef “no money 
for improvements” is taken into con- 
sideration, these quiet little drafts on 
the treasury carnot be noticed too frequently. 
‘The Heakh Commissioner is awarded a salary of 
$3,000 a year. If Mr. Francis can perform these 
duties for $1,200 it would be 

A GOOD IDEA 

for the Council to make the office of Health Com- 
missioner a hominai one and authorize the assist- 
ant clerk to perform the duties of the office at his 
own salary. As lo the nurses’ training school, all 
readers of the Century Magazine will remember a 
very interesting account ou tie Work of a similar 
school in Bellevue Hospital, New York City, pub- 
lished about two years ago. Tlie article gave a 
history of the institution, which showed that the 
school encountered the very same opposition to 
its establishment that the projected schvol in this 
city has met with. The Health Department in 
New York fought it vigorously because of the 
fear that it would deprive them of the ah ees 4 of 
appointing Durses to the huspital, but the figut was 
a failure, and the school was established. The 

articie showed the magnificent results accruing 

from the work aud was the cause of the establish- 
ment of many similar schools in Eastern cities. 
Now that a schooi is attempted to be established 
here it Would be ashame that this man Francis 
should be aliowed to harass it for a number of 
mouths merely on the point of an ordinance that 
he himself never observed and that cannot well 
be observed, The trainmg school does not wish 
to put non-resident nurses in the places of those 
atthe hospital. St. Louis girls will take those 
places, The only nou-resideots they wish to in- 
troduce are teachers, whose salaries the school 

itself would pay.” It is likely that Mr. Francis 

will be nicely euchred im the matter, for a bill will 
be introduced in the Council removing the disa- 

bilities of the trainers of the school and vesting 

the power of appointment of nurses in the han ds 
of the superintendent of the City Hospital, where 

it properly belongs.

IDLE TEARS, 

The grief expressed by so many Republic- 
an organs over the existence of legal tender 
notes and legal tender decisions does not 
seem sincere. In the first place the legal 
tender jaw was a Republican measure, and 
in the next place all the Republicans on the 
Supreme Bench united in the decision which 
is 60 much lamented, and all the Justices 
agreeing to it are Republicans, and as pro- 
nounced partisansas eversat in the judg- 
ment seat. Moreover, the Republican party 
has a penchant tor amending the Constitu- 
tion, and if it thinks Congress should be de- 
prived of the power to make anything bat 
gold and ailver coin a legal tender in pay- 
ment of debts, allit has to dois to propose 
an amendment to that effect and submit the 
issue to the people in its next national plat- 
form. 

The Supreme Court’s affirmation of 

the powet to make Treasury notes 
a legai tender rests upona very striking 
feature of the ninth and tenth sections of 
Article I of the Constitution. Section 9 
enumerates a number of things which Con- 
gress is expressly forvidden todo. Section 
10 enumerates a number of things which the 
States are expressly forbidden todo, Some 
of the prohibitions placed upon Congress in 
Section 9 are identical with the prohibitions 
placed upon the States in Section 10, while 
some of the prohibitions placed upon Con- 
gress are not piaced upon the States, and 
vice versa. The prohibitions as to passing 
bills of attainder, or ex post facto laws, or 
granting titles of nobility, are expressly laid 
upon Congress in Section 9 and upon the 
States in Seetion 10. But while the latter 
section forbids the States to coin money, 
emit bills of credit, or make anything but 
gold or silver a legal tender in payment of 
debts, there is nowhere any such prohibition 
laid upon Congress. This striking difference 
between this pair of prohibitory sections, 
taken in connection with the express grants 
of power to Congress with reference to bor- 
rowing or coining money and regulating the 
value thereof, leaves those grants to be de- 
fined as including all that was incidental) to 
the exercise of such powers by other sover- 
eiguties. 
It was as easy and as necessary to limit 
this power in Congress as in the States, if 
the framers of the Constitution did not in- 
tend that either should exercise it. Yet it 
was prvhibited to the States only. A few 
words added to one of the prohibitorv claus- 
es of section 9 would have made Congress as 
powerless as the States, with reference to 
legal tender paper, An amendment of one 
line will now take away from Congress the 
power which so many papers denounce as a 
baneful and dangerous enlargement of 
that body’s authority by the Supreme 
Court. There is but one honest and patriot- 
ic course for those who grieve over that 
decision as a Pandora’s box full of future 
evil for the country. They must show their 
sincerity by demanding and supporting the 
only thing that can relieve the country from 
the effect of the decision—a constitutional 
amendment. In our opinion, however, a 
long time must elapse and some very bad 
weather intervene before any political party 
will indorse any such demand.

tender clause totheact of Conyress in question 
was unconstitutional. The whole court, ubserve, 
admitted that Congress had aright “to borroy 
money On the credit of the United States” bY the 
express language of the Constitution, and the 
whole court admitted that one way of borrowine 
money in & Government is to issue iis Paper 
romises to pay in liquidation of its tindebrednuc 
ut the majority of the court denieg “the 
constitutional power of Cougress to make tie, 
notes a jegai tender in payment of public and Dts 
vate debts. If the Government tysucs bonus ty 
borrow money, it is @ voluutary wet on the part of 
the subseriber theretoif he takes them, and hoe 
receives interest on his advance. If the Govery. 
ment issues notes, it ought to be a Voluntary act 
whether a creditor of the Goverument takes them 
or not, and whether citizens, inter ila, bake Lhem 
or not in payment of debt. But when such notes 
are declareu a legal tender by Congress, they be. 
come a forced loun, and the majority of the court 
held that Congress had no cunstitutional power 
tu compel the peuple ww take pay lor debts dus 
them in the unredeemable paper promises to pay 
of the Government, The same section (s) of tye 
Constitution which authorizes Cougress to por.

In the case, then, at bar, the minority of the 
court defended the action of Congress as a proper 
thing considering the state of war, the enormous 
demands on the Goverument, aud its baiting 
credit, but it must be noticed anu remembered 
that this is merely illustration aud argument, aud 
that the point of the minority is that the issuing 
of Trousury nutes is one means of “borrowing 
money ou the credit of the United States,” ana, 
luerciore, Constiiutional, and that the making of 
the same legal tender is one means of floating the 
loan which Congress may deein “necessary 
uhd proper,” and therefore  constitu- 
tional. ‘Lhis cold, naked, legal proposition has 
bo necessary Cuonnectivn Witla slate ol war or 
peace. The act of Congress in question then 
was enacted during a War.

The decision of the majority in the fist 
egal tender Cise Wa8 AL INE ext Meeting ef the 
court reversed, and the opinion of the minority 
took its place, and has since remained theiaw of 
the land. in order to keep this iegal tender, 
greenback curreugy, Outstanding wituout dimiuu- 
Liou, Congress enacted, May 41, 1875, that the vol- 
ume thereof should be fixed at 954,681,016, the 
amount then outstanding, and that auy of these 
notes redeemed at the Treasury might be re-is- 
sued. When «a note of the Government is paid at 
the Treasury in colu,it becomes an extinct obliga 
tion, precisel¥ ag When a4 individual pays his 
pote and tukes it up. To re-issue such note is to 
create a new outstanding obligation of the Gov- 
ernment, payable in coin, ItLisanew loan. Lhe 
act of Muy 31, 1878, authorizing this, Was passed 
in a time of peace. The question made in the 
case Of Juillard Vs. Greeuiian Was whether Con- 
gress could, constitutionally, autuorize the issue 
of Treasury notes and inake tiem legal tender, in 
‘ime of peace, and the court responds, 
uphoiding tbe former legal tender cases, nuinely, 
that issuing such notes ts One lorm of borrewlug 
money On the credit of the Goverument, which is 
consttutlonal, and what is uecessary aud proper 
In ald of such a loan, such as Making Clem leyal 
tender, resides solely iu the legislative discretiou 
of Congress aud the signature of the President, 
which latter, if refused, can still De overcuime vy 
Congress. Tbe court is entirely consistent in this 
matter and adheres mereiy Ww iis former decision. 
The impression that the lormer legai tender de- 
cision Was Vested tu some Way Of tlie War powers 
of the Government, on the dectrine that “inter 
arma silent leges’” was an inucerrect one, and is

Besides, by the act of yo tage / 1, 1879, commonly 
calied the os tion Act, alivithe Treasury 
notes of the United States are made puyabie on 
demand in Guin at the Treasury.

{rn such a diseussion T eonld hesitate an instant 
rwould lose the right of raising my yoice 1n any 
question of art. sy being silent now I would 
sign my own forfeiture. Hence it behooves me 
to speak, and that too without regard to anything 
put the preservation of the luster which 4 man like 


yj. Meissonier sheds on France, touching as 
tur as may be necessary on the side issues, which 
yave arisen from the insutt done to M. Metssonier 
by the Mackay family. Thatis the whole ques- 
tion, Paris would no longer be Paris if it were to 
hesitate an instant between the great painter and 
Millionaire, bah! We 
ean rake them up with a shevel. For one we lose 
we cap find two others, But we have only one 
Meissonier aid we wish to keep him intact; isn’t 
itso? We cannot tolerate a man simply because 
he has money, and’ who assumes to treat so great 
ay artist like’ @&. seamstress, whose last 
dress 18 torn up because if happens 
not to please the lady of the house, No, that can- 
not be done, without Paris, so prond of her ar 
tists, giving expression to her indignation and 
leading ihe millionaire back to his humble posi- 
tion ja respect to one of the most illustrious ar- 
Lists of the French school. Mrs, MaeKay’s por- 
trait has been at the Triennial Salon., It was re- 
garded a very good likeness. Atanyrate,itis a 
work of art in the highest degree interestiug. like 
all whic: bear M. Meissonier’s signature, Mrs, 
Mackay has an enormous fortune. Without sen- 
sibly affecting her income she could have 
,CC EPTED WITHOUT A REMARK . 
the portrail signed by 80 great a name, and thus 
in a Way have shown her deference for the nation 
in whose midst she lives, and of which M, Meis- 
sonier is one of its glories. This would have been 
on the partof this lady an_act of the simplest 
courtesy towards France. Mrs, Mackay has paid 
the bill, it is true; but she bas been lacking in 
ropriety. Li is especially regretable for her, for 
f Meissonier’s glory suffers not the slightest 
burt from allthe fuss that has been made about 
his work. Mrs. Mackay has revenged herself like 
nu millionaire. Sie gave up ber 70,000 francs 
for iost, and thea destroyed the por- 
trait. When in. May next M. Meissonier’s 
works will be exhibited inthe Rue de Seze, the 
absence of this portrait will not tarnish the bril- 
lianey of the collection. On the contrary, the 
Mackay family will be charged with having de- 
stroyed ina rage What others better informed 
preciously preserve as one of the most Interesting 
manifestations of this country’s art. Personally 
{bear noili will towards Mrs, Mackay, whom I 
have hot the honor of knowing. They say she is 
charitable, though no more so than M, Meissonier, 
who never gives less than a water color worth 
10,000 francs for charity sales which solicit - 
his aid. The only superiority of the Mack- 
ey family over M, Meissonier is 
that it has more milllons than 
he,a questionable superiority, aud one which, 
in any case, counts for little in the cily of Paris 
and in the country of France, where talent is es- 
teemed above everything else, and where a mau’s 
position does net depend on what he possesses or 
what is bis origin, but on what he is.

At 
heart, if Lexperience some resentment against 
millionaires who destroy works of art, at the 
same time I feel proud of the emotion which the 
incident has calied iorth. The Parisian artists 
alifeel hurt by the outrage done to Meissonier. 
There is something in the air like a rustie of rage, 
the precurser of the public reparation that French 
intelligeuce ho peoparing for the illustrious patater. 
Atthe time of our going to press a committee is 
forming to tender: M. Meissonter a banquet, 
which will be an homage of all the bright spirits

RIVERS AND HARBORS, 


The Committee Finds Its Task a 
Serious One. 


Their Work Goes on Slowly—The North- 
ern Pacific Land Forfeiture—Guiteau’s 
Curse—A Curious Pension Case. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 7.—The work of the 
River and Harbor bill goes on rather slowly. The 
Conimittee on Rivers and Harbors finds its task a 
very serious one. The estimates of the War De- 
partment eal! for some $36,000,000, and the Com- 
mittee desiring to vover the field with $10,000,000 
or $12,000,000 find it a very difficult task. And the 
most difficult portion of their work has not yet 
arrived. Now they are sitting with closed doors, 
going over the field in the privacy of the Com- 
nittee exclusively, and with nobody to molest or 
make them afraid. Pretty soon they will reach 
the end of this week, and then they must throw 
open their doors and permit the hungry members 
and their more anxious constituents to rusk In 
and dvmand thatevery creek in the vountry be 
improved, every harbor deepened, and every nver 
given levees until it cannot overflow, The Com- 
mittee began with the coast of Maine, taking up 
the harbors first and following down around 
Florida, through the Gulf of Mexico, and thence 
with a tremendous jump up to the great lakes, 
and over into the Pacific Coast. They will next 
go over the rivers, discussing the needs of each, 
and afier this is dune will open the doors of the 


Committee room to hear arguments. 

Whether they will ve able to hold the bill down 
to anything like the sums they originally antic 
pated is a serious question. They have made a 
“horizontal reduction” ef fully 75 per cent in the 
suis estimated by the War Department, which is 
quite as easy todo as to write a bil making & 
horizontal reduction in the tariff, but how much 
of this.they can hold intact when the pressure 
for appropriations comes for every ereek, and 
river, and harbor aud fish pond in the country is 
uncertain. It is probable that the bill will grow 
to $15,000,000 besure it is ended. 

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC FORFEITURE. 
“Do yuu expeci the Northern Pacitic forfeiture 
bill to pass this Congress?” your correspondent 
asked of Oougressman cope yesterday as that 
gentleman leaped thoughtluily Over Lhe raliing 
surrouuding the seats in the House while Walling 
or the session to begin.

It now appears, 
however, that the arrangement was not carried 
out, but that everything went to pieces “on the 
quiet,” about three weeks ago, aud the college 
fiiuished tne seuson on one leg and a crutch.

EMILIA, 


The Morganatic Wife Who Accompan- 


ied Napoleon Disguised as an Aide. 
From L@ Figaro, February 23. 


There are still many persons in Salzburg 
who knew Emily ‘torine, Baroness of 
Wolfsberg (for our heMine died oniv in 1845), 
and who remember having had their curtosi- 
ty excited by her mysterious deportment and 
her solitary promeuades on the country roads 
Sue had also the singular habit of riding a 
donkey, a very puny creature, which she oc- 
cassioually likewise attached to an elegant 
basket phaeton,—one of the last relics of her 
former splendor. To see her passing in this 
queer equipage,—to see her attired in frayed, 
wornout, faded garments, which told a 
strange story of royal want—to behola her 
long, thin, but haughty face, framed in by 
long gray curls, it was easy to divine the sa: 
romance .f her life» and iinpossible not to 
bow down in melancholy respect before that 
fallen majesty. 

lt was in 1805 that the young Emilia, 
daughter of a miner of Idria, first saw Na- 
poleon. She was presented to him by her 
adopted father, a secretary in the artiilery 
department, whuse headquarters were then 
at the Castle of Scheenbrunn, It is a well- 
known fact that the Emperor resided at the 
castle during the Austrian campaign. 
Emilia was at that timein all the splendor 
of her twentieth year. ‘Tall and slender she 
was; and with her blonde hair falling like a 
river of gold over her goddess-like shoulders, 
she at once made a great impression on Na- 
poleon—who seized the first opportunity to 
make her a formal declaration. 

Strange as it may seem, the young girl, 
although perhaps somewhat dazzled vy such 
unexpected homage, in nowise abandoned 
her scruples, and naively demanded of the 
Einperor nothing less than marriage! Cesar 
pretended to yield to this ultimatum, and 
cheerfully went through the mockery of a 
religious ceremony, at which the Comte de 
Montholon fone of the Emperor’s aide-de- 
camps, and afterward his companion at 
Saint Helena), is said to have assisted. 

Some days after this exceedingly morgan- 
atic union he was obliged to leave for 
Munich, where Eugene de Deauharnais was 
to be attianced to a Bavarian princess. Na- 
poleon brought Emiliain his suite, but incog- 
nito; for the Empress Josephine, who had 
just come from France, watched her hus- 
band with a jealous anxiety that was but too 
often justitied. ; 
At the end of January, 1806, the beautiful 
Austrian moved to Paris, and is said to have 
kept herself hidden in one of the street 
apar‘quents of the Tuileries where Talma— 
according to another and more doubdtful 


legend—used to give the Cesar certain 
famous lessonsin deportwent. Itis at least 


incontestable that the fair reciuse  con- 
demned herself with joy to a life of absolute 
secrecy—a sort of retreat only broken by the 
visits of a very few of tne Emperor’s friends. 
When Napoleon again bestrode his battle- 
steed, he was accumpanied to the frontier by 
Josephine; but once upon the other side of 
the frontier, the morganatic wife resumed 
her rights. She cut off her beautiful bright 
hair, and assumed mascuiine attire in order 
to attach herself the better to her lover’s 
destinies. The battleof lena, the triumphal 
entry into Berlin, the march upon. Warsaw, 
the victories of Eylau and Friedland,— 
finally, the peace of Tilsitt—all those 
glorious and bloody episodes of the Napo- 
leonic epopaia cast their splendors and their 
shaiows athwart the life of the Austrian 
miner’s daughter. 
One day her victorious lover gave her a 
ring upun which were inscribed these words: 
“*Ceite reponse console ais ne SUFIT pas.” 
Tisis enigmatical motto, whose original or- 
thography we must respect, would seem to 
suggest a passing love-quarrei; at all events 
it indicates on the part of the donor a much 
deeper feeling than he usually exhibited to 
the objects of his caprices. 
In July, 1807, Napoieon returned from 
Dresden to Paris. and Emilia resumed her 
claustral life until the breaking out of the 
Spanish war. Once more she followed Na- 
poleon—thus advantageously replacing the 
Little Red Man, with whom, however, the 
old camp legend may yet satisfactorily iden- 
tity her. In March, 1809, we find her again 
in Austria, andeven at Schcenbrunn, where 
Napoleon leaves her in order to triumph at 
Wagram. She has abandoned her military 
disguise, and allowed her goiden hair to 
float again over her white shoulders. 
Ju the month of October following, she ce- 
entered Paris accompanied by her master. 
Tbe marriage of Napoleon with Marie- 
Louise necessarily relegated Emilia to 
obscurity. The newly wedded pair lived at 
CanMiegne in public splendor, at Saint 
Cloud, and at the Tuileries, while the morgan- 
atic wife seemed to have become utterly for- 
gotten. Her whereabvuts was known only 
to Constant, the valet-de-chambre, and tu 
Roustan, the Mameluke, 
But—curious phenomenon!—scarcely had 
the Russian campaign opened than Emilia 
reappeared at Napoleon’s side. Step by step 
she foliowed all the terrible course of that 
savage war. At Smolensko, at Moscow, in 
the icy tempests, throughout that dismal 
rout wherein the Grande Armee melted away, 
she guarded with heroic fidelity the post to 
which she had been consigned. 

‘This strange union, formed between two 
victories, and which had become ennobled 
and stronger through years of battle, was 
definitely broken only at Fontainebleau. 
3efore addressing that ever-memorable fare- 
well address to his veteran guards, Napoleon 
went to bid Emilia farewell. He had created 
her Baroness of Wolfsburg, and had assured 
her a comfortable future by depositing in an 
English banking-house the sum cf one mil- 
hon of franes, whereof Einilia was to re- 
ceive the yearly interest. The documents 
relating to this arravgement were intrusted 
to the keeping of her adopted father, who 
had in the meantime become a counselor in 
the war-office and a Chevalier of the Legion 
of Honor. : 

Emilia did not see nee again during 
the Hundred op hile he was pining 
away at Saint Helena, she married a Vien- 
pese lawyer named Schenauer. But. our 
amazon conld not submit easily to the 
prosaic conditions of her new life. In 1850 
she applied for and obtained a divorce. 

From that moment began the long martyr- 
Fdom of her life. After Napoleon’s death, 
the Austrian office-nolider, to whem the man- 
agement of Ewilia’s million had been in- 
trusted, managed to squander more than 
two-thirds of it. What was even worse, he 
refused to remember anything about a col- 
lection of jewels that Emilia had confided to 
his honor. The poor woman left Vienna, 
and accompanied by her mother and sister, 
sought a new home at B..... upon the Lake 
ot Constance, where she bought a little cot- 
tuge, and resoived to end her days there in

She even dared to make 
a direct application to Marie Louise, aud the 
widow of Napoleon actually granted hera 
pension of a thousand franes, which—it may 
be parenthetically observed—demoustrates 
the historical reality of the ties which united 
Emilia to the E nperor. However, she may 
have been encouraged by this first success, 
she began to persecute the Princess with her 
selfish supplicatious, and thus wrested pe- 
cuniary assistance from her on many occa- 
sions, and even tried to obtain an audience 
of her illustrious protectress while the latter 
Was On @ journey to Salzburg. 
This last favor was refused her. Without 
being at all brilliant, her situation was by no 
ineans desperate, Besides the annual pen- 
sion and the occasional gratuities of which I 
have already spoken, Emilia also had an al- 
lowance of 200 francs a year frum the 
Widow’s Fund. She still retained her pas- 
sionate love tor dogs and birds, and lived 
with them in sickeving promiscuity in a 
miserabie hovel, whereof the sole furniture 
consisted of a bed and a few chairs, 

The authorities at last took a hand ih this 
state of affairs. A guardian was appointed 
to take care of the “Comtessee aux Chiens.”’ 
She was indignant at the idea of having thus 
excited public pity, and loudly deciared that 
the Emperor should grant her her rightfal 
allowauce and enable her to live according 
to ber rank. In the numerous petitions 
which she addressed to the court she spoke 
in extravagaut terms of her lost beauty— 
that beauty that had fascinated the master 
of the world, and complained that the widow 
of Napoleon was left in distress. But all the 
money sent to her was wasted on her dogs. 
She became at last horribly filthy in her 
habits; and the authorities had already de- 
termined to place her in an asylum when 
she died, at the age of —_~ years in April, 
1845. ENE MALLIET.

EL MAHDI’S ARABS. 


Interesting Facts About Forty Millions 
3 of African Nomads. 

The vast territory of the Soudan is peopled 
by hordes of Aravs of various tribes, whose 
number is computed te be between thirty 
and forty millions. 

The Arab—and in this nomenclature, be 
sides the natives of Arabia proper, all the in- 


smi 


‘habitants of the northern and half of the 


eastern portion of Africa are to be compre- 
hended—is a singular race. Wild and 
ferocious, like the savages of the far West, 
the Arabs are endowed with a keener intel 
lect aud a highly nervous temperament, a 
characteristic which has impressed itself 
upon the Spanish nation by reason of con- 
tact. Unlike, however, the aborigines of 
A:nerica, who are stolid, content with hunt- 
ing and the —— of their natural 
wants, the Arabs are ever restless and 
aggressive, and prey upon their fellow- 
beings. Although very dark in complexion 
they are not negrves; their bair is coarse but 
smooth. 

Their habitations are principally on the 
borders of the streams, and in the interior 
countries they sink wells, where practicable, 
and ciuster around them, torming villages 
and towns, their houses consisting of mud 
walls and thatched, conical roofs. 

Livirg in a state of nature, their wants are 
but few, consequently they are nt foreed to 
extra exertion to supply them, They live on 
the simplest diet. Their staple food is darru, 
wiilet, which they puiverize and make into 
bread. Very little animat food is used by 
then. Dates and camels’ milk constitute 
the luxury Indulgedin by the well to do 
among them. Their agricalture is therefore 
confined to the raising of millet anda few 
other farinacious articles, such as beans, 
backla, or lupens, etc., in the most primitive 
manner. 

In the matter of raiment they are, owin 
to the nature of the climate, in a state o 
almost compiete nudity, only a scarf being 
wound lightly round their loins. Their 
other occupations consist in collecting os- 
trich feathers, tusks of elephants, senna, and 
gum-arabic; the latter is indigenous to the 
country, and is extracted from the acacia 
arabica, a small tree which forms vast for- 
ests in the hottest regions of Africa. All 
these sink, however, in:o insigniticance com- 
pared with the profits in siaves, in selling 
which thev are maiuiv engaged. 

Egypt and Arabia provide markets for the 
disposal of their productions, as well as for 
the procurement of their wants, which con-* 
sist of coffee, tobacco, arms and ammunition, 
cotton cloth, and knicknacks, The former is 
reached by the Nile, and the latter by the 
way of Suakim, a seaport on the Red Sea, 
As this last 1s difficuit of access, owing to the 
necessary land journey, the Nile is preferred, 
‘They live in a state of barbaric independ. 
ence, under the control of petty chiefs 
called sheixs, who have assumed supremacy 
over their respective communities by virtue 


of their religious character and extra - 
sanctity. 
The introduction of Mvhammedanism 


amoug the children of the desert did not 
contribute toward their moral and social 
advanc-ment. Indeed, wherever Mohammed. 
anism made its appeara:ce it has exercised 
a most pernicous influence over its votaries, 
more particularly among the Arabs. It killed 
all traces of civilization among tie 
ancient Egyptians, for which they were 
justly celebrated and to which the Greeks 
owed their progress. 

But this reiigion suited Arab proclivities 
toa nicety; it was simple in creed and minis- 
tered to their brutal passions. Divine unity 
and belief in Mohammed as the true apustle 
of God were the only essential requirements. 
It encouraged polygamy and promised seven- 
ty-two houris in the life to come. It morever 
preached aggression and agygrandizement, 
made it a virtue to war avainst unbelievers, 
and upheld the enslavement of captives. It 
not only legalized their wonted vocation, but 
opened a regular market for the disposal of 
their chattels wherever Islamism prevauiied, 
The peculiar construction of society among 
the Mohammedans is such as to render slave 
service indispensable. Every household 
naturally requires domestic service, both for 
personal attendance and meniai duties. But 
seclusion being one of the requirementgof 
the Koran, Mohaigmedan women are} 4* 
cluded from entering into such service, 
cause they would thereby come into contact 
with the male portion of a family, which, ac- 
cording to their religious idea of propriety, 
isuniawful. As tomen who are not aear 
relatives, they ae strictly excluded from the 
harems, or the apartments of women, except-~ 
ing those who are denaturalized. Hence 
Circassians are enployed for personal attend- 
ance, and the blacks for menial service. 
Slaves being a staple commodity among 
the Mussulmans, Mohammedanisin greatly 
tended to stimulate the ardor of the Arabs of 
Soudan to extra exertion, and the cohse- 
uence has been that tne negroes of Central 
frica have been thesufferers. Frequent in- 
cursions are made into their territories and 
hordes are captured, who are either employed 
to till the ground for the benefit of their 
captors or sold into slavery, both men and 
women, the former, if young, being first 
denaturalized, so ag to marketable for 
harem service. 

- Such was the character and condition 
Soudan prior to Mehemed Ali’s conquest o 
Egypt, and it has not undergone much 
change since. iin.

The Tricks of Showmen in Manu- 
facturing Curiosities,

Fat Women Made Up Largely of Wind— 
The Process of Creating a Human Mon- 
strosity—White Elephants Made Pos+ 


sible by the Proper Use of Chemicals. 


“The days of genuine curiosities,” said a circus 
fakir toa Post-DISPATCH reporter,” are almost 
numbered. There is nothing now in the line of 
freaks from aUircassian beauty to a 700-pound fat 
woman or a white elephant thatcan’t be manu- 
factured and put onthe market in even better 


shape than nature herself can do it.” 
The reporter was of course somewhat aston- 


ished at hearing a part of this assertion. Clir- 
cassian girls,he knew, could be manufactured 


readily out of Irish or German chambermaids by 
the judicious application of stale beer and numer- 
ous tins to the bair and complexion powder to the 
face; it had been demonstrated that there was no 
difficulty in keeping living skeletons down to ex- 
hibition weight by feeding them on ice cream; 
Zulus could be picked up on the Levee at a dollar 
a day; a Dahomey giant had been made out of a 
colossal Kentucky coop,and was stillon exhi- 
bition.

often astonished tne public; 
CANNIBAL GIRLS 
were nothing but white negresses with bushy 
heads, and “What Is Its” and wild Australians 
had been procured from lunatic asyluims in which 
they filled the irrespensibvie position of driveling 
idiots. Buta pseudo fat woinan was something 
beyond belief, while a fraudulent white elephant 
was just as remote an impossibility. The report- 
er couldn’t see enough in the fakir’s statement to 
warraut giving it any great credit, and he frankly 
told the takir so. 
“Well,” said that individual, “it’s not sucha 
hard matter tO believe, after all. I see bearded 
women in this town who formerly traveled wita 
sideshows, but who arebow retired, and who 
have theirchins scr:.ped reguiariy every other 
day, apd who never go into public without wear- 
Ing a thick veil. Last week 1 wet on Fifth sireet 
Miss Mulier, a French girl who three years ago 
traveled as a liliputian queen, Dut Ils now a quite 
tali and well developed young lady. [ben there 
are your tatooed wonders—uoW many of them 
can be had at $10 a week, and even museum mab- 
agers bate to o~ that much for them, the market 
is 80 glutied, but the poor things have families 
and cannot be left to starve. Electric boys and 
girls bave no more value as curiosities, because the 
nost ignorant Manager inthe country can “fake’’ 
them into being at a moment’s notice. Arimiess aud 
legless wonders are on the increase year ly,ior ev- 
ry man or woman uulortunate enous. to be born 
minus a pair of limbs, or to iose them by acciuent, 
is trained to do something with his or her feet or 
mouid, in the line of writing, piaying the piano, 
crocheting, etc., and immediately becomes « mar- 
vel, and gets a salary Of $20 Lo $30 a week, that is 
uwnade io figure in print, as I saw it lately put 
down for Eli Bowen, the armiess and legless man, 
and Charles Tripp, the armless wonder, at $125. 
But what you seem to hesitate about is the tut 
woman and 
THE WHITE ELEPHANT.” 

The reporter acknowledged that this was the 
coral reef upon which his fuith in side show blow- 
ers and clrcus advance agents was likely to be 
wrecked. 
“Then, to begin with the elephant,” sald tne 
fakir. “Do you know that this is not che first 
time Barnum has tried to put suci a trick on 
the public? He has had this scheme in bts head 
for years, and it is stated on good authority that 
in the winter of ’80-81 Dr. Doremus of New York 
actually entered into ab agreement to furnish the 
‘yreat and Only’ with a white elephant as immacu- 
late as any that could be procured from the 
Holy Lana. Doremus attempted the whitening 
»rocess by means of strong chemicals. Nobody 
Enew anything about it but Barnum, the doctor, 
the elephant and the elephant’s keeper, Dvremus 
was locked in with the elephant several hours 
every day. He succeededin bleaching the ani- 
mai’s ears, aud Was at work on his trunk, when 
one day the elephant, stung to frenzy by the 
strength of the chemicals, burst his chains, and 
would have kilied the doctor had he not made his 
escape from the building. It took sonie time for 
the keeper torestore the anima) to quiet,and when 
the restoration was effected there was uo more 
chemistry practiced on him. Two years ago 
somebody else tried to do tle same thing with Pi- 
lot, who was driven wild by the preparation 
rubbed upon him, and grew so furious that, if you 
will remember, they were obliged to kill him. The 
other elephant was still with Barnuin last year. 
Isaw him in this city. Anybody could readily 
ideutify him by the white, scrofulous-like spots 
on his ears and truok. Dorenmus went far enouch 
in that experiment to show that it was possible to 
bleach an elephant’s hide, and all that was re- 
quired for the success of the undertaking was the 
consent of the elephant and the right kind of 
chemicals.”

Fat- women are cieap 
curiosities at the preseuttime, Outside of Han- 
hah Battersby, who genuinely weighs over 700 
pounds, and who, with her adopted daughter, 
Zaunie, the cannibal, gets $75 a week, and Ada 
Briggs, whose elaborate toilets make her worth 
about $35 a week, there is not a fat woman in the 
land Who Can earn more than $12 week in and 
week out, the year round; ana there are many 
would be glad to get $5. The difficulty about tat 
women is that tuey are too plentiful, if they 
weren’t so plentifui we could manufacture them 
as we used to do in the olden time, How did we 
doit? Let me tell you, Have vou ever seen them 
blow up Texas veal? Well! they take a brass tube, 
insert it in the fat and blow until the greasy fiber 
distends and the surface assumes a beautiful 
creamy white appearance, The blowiug process 
increases the proportious of the veal io an ex- 
traordinary extent. You would be surprised to 
note the change. It was on this principle we 
worked iu Making fat women. A hollow needle 
was used In this case. Taking a woman of say 
180 poubds it Was possible inside of a very few 
days to blow her up to the size of a 500-pounder. 
The hollow needie was made to penetrate the 
adipose substance to the areolar tissue as it is 
called, then air was forced in, and as in the case 
of veal the subject was distended to 

full capacity of her yielding cu- 
ticle, I blew «a fat woman into 
being one tiine in four days. I worked on ber 
shoulders and limbs for three days.

when I took hold of her, and wien L got through 
she actually weighed 169, althougu she looked as 
if she wuuld tip the scale at 550. I guess Ll stuck 
that needie juto her more than 10,000 times, and 
1 could see her growing with every tresh punch of 
the needle and mouthiul of breath. Care must be 
taken not to penetrate any arterial vessels, 
the accident migit  resuit fataily. The 
woman I manulactured was Mrs. Elsie 
Charms. She traveled nearly eleven years 
and is now iiving on her own farm 
married to a famous fileatamer, who bas also re- 
tired to private life, They teli a funny story 
about Oue Windy fat woman, who was caugiit iv a 
railroad accident and takeu out of the debris as 
thiu as a rail almost,and with her flesh hanging to 
her in folds like the skin of the rubber man. Then 
the boys used to have a yarn avout Suste Swing 
fat woman, who traveled with ola Joun Robin- 
son, twenty years ago, and who, they said, had to 
carry leads in her pocket to keep her from blow- 
ing away.
